NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri­ 
can grain farmers may he fac­ 
ing new troubles abroad a* well 
as the aftermath of a severe 
drought at home. 
The six nations of the Euro­ 
pean 
Common 
Market 
have 
reached a peace pact after long 
battles over grain prices in their 
lands. For Americans the end 
result may be that the French- 
will grow more grain to get the 
higher prices agreed upon. This 
could cut into the $400 million-a- 
vear market the United .States 
has enjoyed in the Common 
Market countries. 
They also will have a common 
tariff against grain imports that 
can further hamper American 
shipments 
which 
otherwise 
would have lower price tags 
than those that European farm­ 
ers are guaranteed. 
The weather that has plagued 
some American farm areas is 
reported to have been much kin­ 
der to both Soviet and Red 
Chinese grain growers. Their 
harvests are reported large, and 
perhaps 
even 
sufficient 
for 
home demands. The big market 
in these Communist lands that 
the United States and Canada 
shared this year may disappear 
in 1965. This would further con­ 
tract 
the 
world 
outlets 
for 
American surplus grain. 
For 
American 
business 
in 
general there is further evi­ 
dence in the Common Market 
grain pact that a new era of iso­ 
lationism may be building up 
abroad. 
The British have slapped a 15 
per cent surcharge on most of 
its imports as part of its battle 
to protect the pound sterling. 
Americans 
selling 
their 
products in Britain are hit by 
the import tariff and also by 
British domestic tax increases 
aimed at cutting down consum­ 
er and business spending, espe­ 
cially for foreign goods. 


All 
Americans 
have 
some 
stake in all of these internation­ 
al trade jugglings. This is be­ 
cause the United States also has 
a balance of payments deficit 
that has to be managed careful­ 
ly to avoid weakening the stand­ 
ing of the dollar. 
The deficit comes from more 
dollars being sent abroad for a 
long list of goods and services 
and investments and foreign aid 
than are returned in payment 
for America's products. 
The best wav to keep this de­ 
ficit within bounds is to increase 
the size of American exports. 
This is a prime goal of U.S. gov­ 
ernment policy. 
Everything that cuts into our 
exports, or shrinks our markets, 
makes the deficit that much 
larger and harder to handle. 
And that effects the dollar’s 
reputation, 
domestic 
interest 
rates, and the protection of U.S. 
gold reserves. 
Any loss of American farm 
markets abroad will hurt by 
just that much. Any loss of 
markets by higher tariffs, per­ 
manent or temporary, hurts by 
just that much.

When y ou consider the fact 
that ou r present city officials 
wou H sig n a twenty -fiv e y ear 
franchise and tie u p the g reat 
nu m bers of T.V. v iewers m Se­ 
dalia and su rrou nding commu ni­ 
ties. if they are opposed to it 
or not. is almost u nbeliev able.

Johnson, despite his cau tior., 


may stu mble into the sam e pit 
of u npopu larity bu t in the oppo­ 
site way if he is faced with an 
issu e that badly needs fig hting 
bu t tries to av oid it. 
More than any president in 
this centu ry — with the ex cep­ 
tion of Dwig ht D. Eisenhower 
who in eig ht y ears nev er really 
said any thing to m ake people 
m ad at him — Johnson for some 
time shou ld hav e the least trou ­ 
ble with Cong ress.

In this way he can hope — 
althou g h both the liberal and 
conserv ativ e sides m ay be an­ 
g ry when each doesn't think it 
g ot enou g h or one thinks the 
other g ot too mu ch — neither 
will hav e g rou nd for enou g h ir­ 
ritation to be an enemy .

The v ictim has trem ors of the 
hands, leg s and head which he 
can for a control for a few sec­ 
onds by intense concentration. 
They do not continu e when the 
v ictim is asleep. Ev en when the 
v ictim is sev erely disabled by 
the disease, he can be g alav an- 
ized into effectiv e control of his 
m u scles by a cry of “ F ire!” or 
other emerg ency bu t, as soon 
as the emerg ency is passed, he 
rev erts to a state of relativ e 
helplessness. 
The v ictim m ay g iv e an im­ 
pression of du llness becau se his 
facial mu scles are stiff and his 
ex pression is fix ed. Slow, mo­ 
notonou s speech adds to this 
impression, bu t actu ally th #se 
persons are m entally alert u n­ 
less, of cou rse, hardening of the 
arteries of the brain and other 
senile chang es hav e cau g ht u p 
with them. 
Treatm ent of this disease pro­ 
ceeds on two fronts — medical 
and 
su rg ical. 
Bu t, 
althou g h 


treatm ent may g iv e improv e­ 
m ent of some of the sy mptoms 
it cannot produ ce a complete 
cu re. 
In mo st v ictims it is wise to 
cha ng e the drug g iv en 
e v e r y 
few da y s. Of a bo ut 1 2 sta nda rd 
drug s to r this co nditio n, trihex y ­ 
phenidy l (Arta ne a nd Tremin) 
is o ne o f the best. 
If this dru g does not g iv e some 
deg ree of im prov ement there 
may be a reasonable dou bt that 
the patient has palsy . A short 
cou rse of a tranqu ilizer or other 
ty pe of dru g is sometimes g iv en 
as 
su pplem entary 
treatm ent 
along with the standard dru g s. 
In any case, the treatm ent 
m u st be tailored to fit the indi­ 
v idu al and shou ld be started 
early to prev ent deg eneration of 
the 
inv olv ed 
mu scles. 
Mean­ 
while, su rg eons hav e not been 
idle. Since the trou ble has been 
localized in a small area of the 
brain, destroy ing this area is 
recommended for far ad -anced 
stag es. This can b? accomplish­ 
ed in sev eral way s. 
Sev eral y ears ag o Dr. Irv ing 
Cooper of New York beg an u s­ 
ing freezing for this pu rpose. 
He has steadily improv ed his 
techniqu e in carefu lly selected 
patients, some of them in their 
70s, and has had ex cellent re­ 
su lts in abou t 90 per cent. 
He will not, howev er, u se this 
method on patients who show 
sig ns of prem atu re ag ing , m en­ 
tal deterioration or g reat phy si­ 
cal weakness. Once ag ain mod­ 
ern adv ances are bring ing new 
hope to the v ictims of a com­ 
mon and disabling disease.

Johnson says he plans no fun­ 
damental change in U.S. han-i 
dling of the war in South Viet 
Nam. And he says he is not 
tightly wedded to the American 
version of the mixed-manned 
nuclear North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization fleet and is willing 
to consider 
modifications 
of­ 
fered by other Atlantic part­ 
ners. 
At home, the president says, 
he does not plan to blitz Con­ 
gress with startling new pro-; 
grams that might put a burden 
on the Treasury that will fright­ 
en the prudent and start runs on 
banks. 
And 
he 
doesn’t 
expect 
to 
achieve in his time his goal of 
wiping out poverty and provid­ 
ing complete educational oppor­ 
tunity for every American — 
but he hopes at least to move 
toward ‘‘the great society” con­ 
cept. 
These views were given by 
Johnson to a group of newspap­ 
er reporters here invited to a 
“ background” briefing by the 
Presdient. He was not quoted by 
name by those who attended 
and wrote of his views, but The 
Associated Press learned that 
Johnson was the source. 
Those who attended were re­ 
ported to Include Chalmers M. 
Roberts of the Washington Post, 
Tom Wickfr of the New York 
Times, Philip Potter of the Bal­ 
timore Sun, Peter Lisagor of the 
Chicago Daily News.
